one end of the country to the other for relief from the 
exactions of the war tariff, which had been maintained 
for utmost a decade after the close of the civil strife, 
a tariff commission was appointed to investigate the 
subject of (be customs duties and make recommenda- 
tions. 
It performed its' work with great zeal and ar- 


dor.,- It traveled more than 7.000 miles, taking the tes- 
timony of witnesses, visited nearly all of the large cities 
of the country, heard the statements of more than I 
persons interested in tin- subject and submitted more 
than 2.500 printed pages of evidence together with a 
recommendation that I he duties were from twenty lo 
twenty-five per cent, too high, and that they should be 
reduced. 
Tiie house tool; its report, amended it. and 


sent it to the senate. 
There the tariff barons pot in 


their work, as they always do. 
Instead of taking the 


recommendations 
<>f the 
tariff commission 
the senate 


passed a measure. 
Increasing; the average duties by 


more t h a n five per cent rather 
than 
lowering 
them 


twenty to twenty-live per cent in accordance with the 
findings of the tariff commission.

I AT THE MAJESTIC. 


With the exception of typhoid fever 


cases, of which there are about forty, 
Allen county, outside of Fort Wayne. 
Is practically free from contagious dis- 
ease at the present time, as there is 
only one case of diphtheria anil one 
case of scarlet fever 
in 
the entire 


county, according to Dr. E. M. Van 
Buskirk. county health officer. 


The case of scarlet fever is in Lake ' 


township, seven miles west of this 
city, and the case of diphtheria is in 
Springfield township, seventeen miles 
northeast of the city. The county has 
been free from smallpox for some time 
and also chickenpox. The two cases 
of contagious disease now in the coun- 
ty will be released from quarantine 
this week, and unless other cases are 
reported it will leave the county free 
from disease other than typhoid fever. 


"At this time of year there is gei- 


erally a decrease in the number of 
cases of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, 


chickenpox and other contagious dis- 
eases of a like nature," said Dr. Van 
Buskirk in an interview with the Stn- 
tinel this morning. "This condition of 
things does not prevail ion?, however, 
and I expect to have a number of CUSPS 
reported within the next four weeks. 
One re.iyon for this is the taking up 
of the schools, which always means an 
Increase in disease. A child will b& 
come exposed to disease and come 
down with it while attending school, 
ind In turn exposing his-schoolmates."
